Therefore no dissatisfaction 
ut the form of the biii, should weaken the 
exertions or dampen the ardor of1 the1 friends 
of the prohibition of the liquor traffic. 
Let 


us get n majority at tho popular election, 
nnd if tho right lu-,v should not nfterwards 
be forth'cuimug, the people would be beard 
ia uo feeble or inefficient voice. 


An objection, which some have heretofore 


made against a prohibitory -liquor law in 
Wisconsin, cuunot now be mude by any con- 
sistent or intelligent person, as a reason for 
uot voting affirmatively at the ensuing elec- 
tion. 
< The objection to which I refer to is 


this :! If the law should be passed, there 
would not, iu this State, be moral foice 
enough to execute it. Such an objection 
would have more plausibility, if it were pro- 
posed that, the Legislature should puss ft pro- 
hibitory law without the previous action ol 
the people. 
But now when the sense of the 


people is io ba taken'—to ascertain whether 
a majority are in fuvor of ihe law—each one 
who is in favor of the law, and does uot vote 
affirmatively, betrays his principles and is 
false to himself. For the foci of there being 
n majority in the State for the law, would con- 
stitute an important part of the moral force 
which is lifcerwards to sustain it. The pop- 
ularity of the Maine Law, increases upon 
experience of its benefits. If it gets out 
with 11 majority, it would have a larger ma- 
jority, after being in existence for a year, 
and in a-abort time, we may hope that it 
would become stereotyped upon the statute 
books of all or most of our States. At least, 
no one can justify himself, who expresses 
an apiroval of a prohibitory of the traffic, 
and who, at the sometime, refuses to contri- 
bute to themoral force for tho law, bv swell- 
ing the votes in the affirmative.

-Message says on this subject, that, in 1820, 
tho population of the Canndaa may have been 
520.000, of whom perhaps 380,000 tlmunnd 
wore Rom:,,, Catholics, and only 140,000 
Protestants—exhibiting nineteen to seven of 
the whole country aa in fiivor of tho Rormm 
Catholic church, ita doctrines and worship.
